INSTRUCTIONS CONCERNING AMENDMENTS UNDER ARTICLE 19 



The applicant h«. after having received the intemalionai search report, one opportunity to amend the claims of the 
international «^piication. It should however be emphasized that, since all parts of the international application (claims, 
descnption and drawtngs) may be amended during the international preliminary examination procedure, there is usuaJly 
no need to file amendments of the claims under Article 1 9 except whers, e.g. the applicant wants the latter to t>e published 
for the purposes of provisional protection or has another reason for amending the claims before international pbulication.

How? Either by cancelling one or more entire claims. t>y adding one or more new claims or by amending the text of

All the claims appearing on a replacement sheet must be numt>ered in Arabic numerals. Where a claim is 
cancelled, no renumt»ring of the other claims is required. In all cases where claims are renumt>ered, they must 
be renumbered consecutively (Administrative Instructions, Section 205(b)).
